Byrd told a reporter he would 
have a detailed statement on the 
Ciiainber’s recommendation later. 


But he said that congressional 
tax experts already had advised 
him that Lie proposal would chop 
tax revenues by *9.5 billion a year 
instead of the maximum $7.5 bil­ 
lion estimated by chamber offi­ 
cials. 


Byrd said he was convinced that 
even without a tax reduction there 
would be a federal deficit of $6 
billion in the fiscal year winch 
began Sunday. 
Thus, Byrd said, the chamber t 
tax proposal would lead to a defi­ 
cit of more than $15 billion.

Bloated Bureaucracy 


It’i hard lo serve all the interests of a 
govtrnm ent as b ig as the one in Washing­ 
ton timu ltaneou sly. That fact was em­ 
phasized the other day in a tiny facet of 
the huge stockpiling investigation. 
It seem s the government has an excess 
of ll million pou nds of tu ngsten, a m at­ 
erial u sed as a steel hardener and in the 
m anu factu re of electric light b u lb s and in 
chemicals. Lamp companies offered to 
take several million pou nds off the taxpay­ 
e rs’ hands at the going rate. 
That shou ld have b een good news, b u t 
the Interior Department b locked the sale, 
Baying it did not want to depress the tu ng­ 


sten m arket. What it did instead was aid 
the sales ab road. 
Fu rther testimony was to the effect that 
veto au thority held b y government agen­ 
cies, b u siness influ ence, red tape and in­ 
ertia hav^e b locked sales of su rplu s m ater­ 
ials even when the amou nts were odd lots, 
or odds and ends which the government 
shou ld want to b e rid of in the interests of 
good hou sekeeping. 
Bu t the Interior Department faced a pos­ 
er: Sell the tu ngsten and have b u siness 
criticize the admini.stration for affecting 
the market? Or, do what it did and send 
the metal ab road? 
There are no easy answers in a b loated 
b u reau cracy. 
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Great Blow for Liberty 


One hu ndred and eighty-six years ago 
the gallant men w'ho fou nded this nation 
stru ck one of the greatest b low’s in history 
for m an’s freedom and political lib erty.

Bloated Bureaucracy 


It’s hard to serve all the interests of a 
government as big as the one in Washing­ 
ton simultaneously. That fact was em­ 
phasized the other day in a tiny facet of 
the huge stockpiling investigation. 
It seem s the government has an excess 
of l l million pounds of tungsten, a mat­ 
erial used as a steel hardener and in the 
manufacture of electric light bulbs and in 
chem icals. Lamp companies offered to 
take several million pounds off the taxpay­ 
ers* hands at the going rate. 
That should have been good news, but 
th e Interior Department blocked the sale, 
saying it did not want to depress the tung­ 


sten market. What it did instead was aid 
the sales abroad. 
Further testimony was to the effect that 
veto authority held by government agen­ 
cies, business influence, red tape and in­ 
ertia have blocked sales of surplus mater­ 
ials even when the amounts were odd lots, 
or odds and ends which the government 
should want to be rid of in the interests of 
good housekeeping. 
But the Interior Department faced a pos­ 
er: Sell the tungsten and have business 
criticize the administration for affecting 
the market? Or, do what it did and send 
the metal abroad? 
There are no easy answers in a bloated 
bureaucracy. 


Great Blow for Liberty 


One hundred and eighty-six years ago 
the gallant men who founded this nation 
struck one of the greatest blows in history 
for man s freedom and political liberty. 
With the Declaration of Independence thev 
threw off the shackles of tyranny and pled­ 
ged ‘‘our lives, our fortunes and our sacred 
honor" to see the great struggle through. 
They did see it through, they kept their 
spirits high through dark and trying days 
and out of it came the nation that was to 
become the greatest in all the world — the 
richest, the most powerful and the most 
humanitarian. 
The love of freedom these brave men 
left as their heritage has seen this nation 
go through two great wars and several 
smaller ones, each of them with the same 
goal — to assure other men the same rights 


to freedom and liberty. It is indeed a mov­ 
ing thought that a nation such as this has 
been willing to send its sons into battle with 
no desire for territorial conquest or gain 
of any kind.
